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The  Ohio  Northern  Polar  Bear  football  team  finished  their  1982 


season  with  a  6-3-1  record.  This  doesn’t  begin  to  tell  the  story.  It 


was  a  year  of  ups  and  downs.  The  team  pulled  itself  up  from  the 
lowest  of  points  to  finish  strong  and  finally  capture  the  elusive 
prize,  the  Ohio  Conference  Blue  Division  Championship. 

“We  think  it  was  a  great  season  overall,”  said  Coach  Wally 
Hood.  “We  were  able  to  achieve  the  main  goals  we  were  shooting 
for  (the  Blue  Division  Championship).” 

The  season  was  not  all  successes  for  the  Polar  Bears.  After  an 
opening  game  27-0  romp  over  Bluffton  College,  the  team  went 
into  a  two  game  slump.  They  first  lost  a  24-2  game  to  Division  11 
Ashland  College,  and  then  lost  a  17-14  heartbreaker  to  Findlay 
College  on  a  last  minute  touchdown  pass. 

The  first  game  on  the  road  back  was  with  Heidelberg,  a  team 
that  was  3-0  coming  into  the  game.  The  Bears  came  through  with 
a  27-0  victory  over  the  Student  Princes.

Cocaptain  Kevin  Bicking  was  named  to 
the  College  Sports  Information  Directors  of 
America  honorable  mention  All-American 
team.  Bicking,  senior  linebacker  from  Middle- 
burg  Heights,  was  the  co-recipient  of  the 
OAC’s  Critchfield  Award,  given  annually  to 
the  outstanding  defensive  player  in  the  con¬ 
ference. 

As  a  four-year  letterwinner,  Bicking  led  the 
Polar  Bears  with  98  tackles  in  1982  despite 
missing  one  game  due  to  an  injury.  He  aver¬ 
aged  over  nine  tackles  per  game  for  Ohio 
Northern  in  his  career. 
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Ohio  Northern  University’s  volleyball  team  capped  an 
eventful  season  with  an  appearance  in  the  NCAA  Divi¬ 
sion  III  tournament. 

The  Lady  Bears,  who  finished  the  season  with  a  35-9 
record,  won  their  first  match  in  NCAA  play  against  North 
Carolina-Greensboro.Two  weeks  later,  the  team’s  cham¬ 
pionship  dreams  were  ended  as  Sonoma  State  took 
Northern  in  five  games. 

Northern  began  the  season  by  winning  its  own  invita¬ 
tional  tournament  with  a  final  match  win  over  Baldwin- 
Wallace  who  dealt  ONU  its  only  Division  III  loss  of  the 
season  earlier  in  the  day. 

Northern  also  posted  three  wins  over  Division  I 
schools,  (Dayton,  Toledo,  and  Akron)  and  won  12 
straight  matches  in  mid-season.  The  team  also  won  the 
first  Centennial  Athletic  Conference  championship  with 
a  win  over  Muskingum  being  the  clincher. 

The  Lady  Bears  won  their  second  Ohio  Intercollegiate 
Volleyball  Coaches’  Association  (OIVCA)  state  champi¬ 
onship  in  three  years.  Again,  it  was  a  final  match  show¬ 
down  with  Baldwin-Wallace  which  was  the  deciding 
game.

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For  eleven  seasons,  Ohio  Northern  University 
basketball  coach  Gale  Daugherty  has  stressed  the 
importance  of  defense  to  his  players.  His  teams 
have  always  been  ranked  among  the  top  Division 
III  schools  in  America  on  defense  but  it  was  not 
until  this  season  that  the  Polar  Bears  could  lay 
claim  to  the  top  spot  in  the  country. 

Going  into  the  final  week  of  the  season,  the  1982- 
83  Northern  team  gave  up  an  average  of  52.7 
points  per  game  which  outdistanced  its  nearest 
competitor,  Wisconsin-Stevens  Point,  which  yield¬ 
ed  53.7  points  per  outing. 

Ohio  Northern  finished  its  season  with  an  1 8-8 
record  despite  losing  four  starters  from  the  pre¬ 
vious  season.  “I  don’t  think  many  people  ever 
dreamed  that  we  would  win  18games  this  year,” 
stated  Daugherty.  “If  you  had  told  me  before  the 
season  began  that  we  would  win  18  games  this 
year  1  would  have  been  very  pleased.” 

The  Polar  Bears  stormed  out  of  the  gates  in  the 
early  going  with  a  14-3record  which  included  win¬ 
ning  the  Findlay  College  Invitational  Tournament. 
Northern  was  also  ranked  as  high  as  16th  in  the 
NCAA  poll.  The  Bears  went  from  a  group  of  un- 


rja  ( 


knowns  to  first  place  in  the  Ohio  Athletic  Conference  in  a  matter 
of  weeks. 

The  1983 Bears  may  best  be  described  as  a  spirited  group  of 
unselfish  players  who  found  ways  to  win  games.  “This  team 
played  exactly  the  way  you  have  to  in  order  to  win  18  games,” 
said  Daugherty.  “They  had  great  chemistry  as  a  team  and  the 
role  players  never  questioned  what  they  were  supposed  to  do.” 
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The  1982-83  Ohio  Northern  University  women’s 
basketball  team  finished  its  season  with  a  12-8  record. 
The  season  mark  was  not  good  enough  to  get  the 
Lady  Bears  into  the  NCAA  play-offs  and,  for  the  first 
time  in  nine  seasons,  the  team  was  not  involved  in 
post  season  play. 

Even  though  Northern  did  not  receive  a  tournament 
bid,  the  1982-83  season  was  an  eventful  one.  The 
Lady  Bears  posted  a  6-2  mark  against  NCAA  Division 
III  schools  while  gaining  a  three-way  share  of  the  Cen¬ 
tennial  Athletic  Conference  basketball  championship. 


The  season  began  on  the  right  foot  for  Northern 


who  won  three  of  its  first  four  games  including  a  pair  of  games  in  which 
they  hit  triple  digits.  Against  Oberlin,  ONG  humbled  the  Yeowomen, 
103-28  behind  the  29  point,  16  rebound  performance  by  junior  center 
Robin  Patterson.  The  Lady  Bears  followed  that  game  up  with  a  107-68 
thrashing  of  Otterbein.  The  107  points  also  broke  the  women’s  single 
game  scoring  mark  at  ONG. 

As  quickly  as  they  started;  the  team  sputtered  in  the  middle  portion 
of  the  season  as  they  dropped  four  of  their  next  five  contests.  The  lone 
victory  was  a  72-70  squeaker  at  Ashland. 

The  season  ended  with  Northern  winning  eight  of  its  last  1 1  games. 
Included  in  the  victories  was  an  80-52  win  over  Denison  which  gave  the 
team  a  tie  for  the  OAC  crown.  The  season  finals  provided  one  of  the 


highlights  of  the  season  as  the  Lady  Bears  handed  Division  I  Xavier 


Gniversity  an  83-82  loss. 


With  the  schedule  that  ONG  played,  a  12-8  record  was  nearly  enough 
to  gain  a  tournament  berth  in  the  32  team  NCAA  field.  A  number  of 


Division  1  and  II  schools  dotted  the  schedule  including  the  likes  of 
Akron,  Northern  Kentucky,  and  a  powerful  Cleveland  State  combine.
